REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner*s statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record is Spencer et al. (US 3,920,650). Spencer et al. teach a 
generic group of isoalloxazine derivatives (See formula 1, Col. 1). The instantly claimed 
compounds differ from the reference compounds in the substituents at 7- and 8-position of the 
isoalloxazine. It is dialkylamino in the instant invention (see claims 62 and 63) whereas it is 
bromo, chloro, trifluoromethyl, etc in the reference (see col. 1). Halogen, methyl, trifluoromethyl 
and dialkylamino are not art recognized equivalents, and therefore, one skilled in the art would 
not have been motivated to modify the teachings of the reference. In addition, the present 
invention teaches a composition of biologically active protein derived from blood and the 
compoimds. There is no such disclosure in the reference. Thus, the reference alone does not 
teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed compounds and compositions, therefore, the 
instantly claimed compounds and compositions are deemed to be novel and patentably distinct.
